If ſuch concluſions as theſe ſhould paſs for good,. we 
ſhould inevitably condemn the generation of Gods Chil- 
dren, who commonly have a double portion of temporal 
2fMlictions ; Every judgement on the holieſt perſon ſhould, 
thea.be conſtrued a Reprobation , He that eſcapes the 
laſh here, ſhould then be the Son, and he that ſmarts un- 
der it, the Baſtard and by this argument. we ſhould con- 
clude, that God loves the Tents of Robbers more than 
the place where his honour dwelleth, as oft as be ſpares 
their Dens and fires his own Temple. 

I nced not tell you how ſevere ſome of late have been 
in their refleCtions not only on private but pablick perſons, 
even'tothe branding of Gods own Vicegetents and par- 
ticularly our late Soveraign, whoſe greateſt Crime 'tyas 
to have been Unhappy. Their words as well as actions 
bave ſufficiently expreſt their Charity to Him on this ac, 
count, nothing having been more familiar with then 
than to make hisſafferings an argument of Gods rejeRing 
Hun, and a Plca for all thoſe affronts they ſhbuld offer. 
to his Perſon or Dignity. The Mere Teket was legible 
to every Paſler by ; Each one, though never ſo unlcarned, 
could decipher the bloody characters, and pronounce the 
fatal ſentence ; God hath forſaken him, perſecute and 
rake him, for there us none to deliver him, was the lan- 
guage of our modern Sons of Beliad againſt this our Da- 
vid; not conſidering that Princes have their failings as 
well as other men, Thatno condition whatſoever is exempt 
froma Divine Judgement, No Lawrel of proof againſt 
God's Thunderbolts, nor any Crown a ſufficient fence 
againſtan Almighty ſtroke z That God is pleaſed -ſome- 
rimes to exerciſe his Soveraign- power and Empire over 
the Great ones of the Earth, to teach their Scepters to

pieſt here, and be puniſhed ſometimes not ſo much for 
theis own as for their ſubjeRs faults , or, if for their 
own, only to brighten their graces, and to give them'an . - 
advantage of __—_ to themſelves more glorious

T here is enough in this Chapter to ſecure this truth, 
where we may behold The King of Kings, in whom there 
was no Gale, no fin but what of ours He took upon 
Him, ſuffering the contradiitton of ſinners, mace the 
very ſcornof men and the outcaſt of the Peeple : And 
aſter ſuch an example it can be no ſtrange thing to lee 
his Deputy ſoill treated, who as innocent as he was, was 
not impeccable, and yet ſo innocent and vertuous too, 
Cat all the Records of Hiſtory can ſcarce furniſh us with 
ſo excellent a Prince nor perhaps .with (o unfortunate, as 
if God had raiſed him up like another St. Paw/ to ſhew 
how great things he ſhould [fer as well as do for Him z AR. 9 16- 
One whoſe Atflitions were great as Himlelf, and only 
leſs than his Saviours, but withal ſo like that *cis kard tro 
diſtinguiſh them ; Each of them undergoing the Page- 
antry of a Judicial cryal, delivered up out of envy -to 
the r2ge and maazice of an incenfed Rout and the Power, 
of a corrupt Judge, And yet as corrupt as our Saviours 
was, he was ſtill a Judge, as Lawful a one as the Ro- 
man Power could make him , whereas Ours here had: 
neicher the Authority of a Plate, nor yet the Innocence 
or Compaſſion, "Twas Prlate's ſad fate to conteſt with 
an enraged multitude, whom 'twas unſafe to diſpleate, 
and as dangerous to humour.

of all their Theatrical Pomp, making them give way to 
the True Ceſar.
